of picketing factories in the recent 
strike will figure prominently in the 
conspiracy trial ot Thomas I. Kidd. 
The testimony yesterday all related to 
that feature and it was evidently the 
intent of the state to prove the active 
participation and responsibility ot Mr. 
Kidd with reference to that feature. 


Mr. Kidd's presence in the city was 


shown by W. H. Clark, of the Revere 
House. ' M. P. Kimball, of the Wood- 
workers' Council, gave the names of the 
officers of the various unions in the city. 
William Wapley and Frank Gruse.strik- 
ers. and men who had served as pickets, 
related the proceedings ot wodworkers, 
meetings when the strike was under con- 
templation, and when the letter to the 
manufacturers was being drafted. Mr. 
Kidd, they said, was present end took 
part in the meetings. 


The witnesses described in detail the 


picket system- -why the pickets were 
secured and their duties explained to 
them. The'effect of pfckets in keeping 
the men from work was also brought 
out. 
It was shown that on the Sunday 


preceding the strike, after the men had 
voted to remain away from work. Mr 
Kidd called for volunteer pickets ant 
that defendant Zentner had a great dea 
to do with selecting pickets. 


Colonel Weed, who opened for the 


defense, declared that when the testi- 
mony has all been taken the jury wil 
be called upon not only to 
decide 


whether the defendants had been guilty 
of conspiracy, but also whether 
the 


complaini_g witness and other firms in- 
terested had not conspired together for 
the purpose of persecuting the defend- 
ants and driving them out of the city. 
The evidence would show, he contended, 
that the defendants were the victims and 
not the conspirators.

The president spoke" in part as fol- 


lows: 


"With no feeling of exultation, but 


ivith profound thankfulness, we con- 
template the events of the past five 
months. They have been too serious 
to admit of boasting or vainglorifica- 
tion. They have been 
so full 
of 
re- 


sponsibil.ties, immediate and prospec- 
tive, as to admonish the most conser- 
vative action. 


"The war has put upon the nation 


grave responsibilities. 
Their 
extent 


was not anticipated and could not have 
been well foreseen. We cannot escape 
the obligations of victory. We cannot 
avoid the serious questions which have 
"been brought home to us 
by 
the 


achievements o£ oxir arms on land and 
sea. 


"We are bound in conscience to keep 


and perform the covenants which the 
•war has sacredly sealed with mankind. 
Accepting war for humanity's sake, we 
must accept all obligations 
imposes 


upon us. 


"The war with Spain was undertaken 


not that the United States should in- 
crease its territory, but that oppres- 
sion at our very 
doors 
should 
be 


stopped. This noble sentiment must 
continue to animate us, and we must 
give to the world the full demonstra- 
tion .of the sincerity o£ our purpose. 


"Duty determines destiny. Destiny 


-which results from 
duty 
performed 


may bring anxiety and perils, but nev- 
er failure and dishonor. 
It is 
not 


•within the power of man to foretell 
the future and to solve unerringly its 
mighty problems. Almighty God has 
His plans and methods 
for 
human 


progress, and not infrequently they 
are shrouded for the time being in im- 
penetrable mystery. 
Looking back- 


ward we can see how the hand of des- 
tiny builded for us and assigned us 
tasks whose full meaning was not ap- 
prehended even by the wisest states- 
men of their times. 


"Our colonial ancestors did not en- 


ter upon their war originally for in- 
dependence. 
Abraham Lincoln did not 


start out to free the slaves, but to save 
the union. The war -with Spain was 
not of our seeking, and some of its 
consequences may not be to our liking. 
Our vision is often defective. Short- 
sightedness is a common malady, but 
the closer we get to things or they 
get to us the clearer our view and the 
less obscure our duty. 


"The progress of a nation can alone 


prevent degeneration. There must be 
new life and purpose or there will be 
weakness and decay. There must be 
T>roaaening of thought 
as 
well 
as 


"broadening of trade. 
"Territoiial expansion is not alone 


and always necessary to national ad- 
vancement. There must be a constant 
movement toward a higher and nobler 
civilization, a civilization that shall 
make its conquests without resort to 
-war and achieve its greatest victories 
pursuing the arts of peace. 


"In our present situation duty—and 


duty alone—should prescribe the boun- 
dary of our responsibilities and 
the 


scope of our undertakings. 


"The final determination of our pur- 


poses awaits the action of the emi- 
nent men who are charged by the ex- 
ecutive with the making of the treaty 
of peace, and that of the senate of the 
United States, which, by our consti- 
tution, must ratify and confirm it. We 
all hope and pray that the confirma-- 
tion of peace will be as just and hu- 
mane as the conduct and consumma- 
tion of the war. 


"When the work of the treaty-mak- 


ers is done the work of the lawmakers 
•will begin. 
The one will settle 
the 


extent of 
our 
responsibilities; 
the 


other must provide the legislation to 
meet them. 


"The 
army and navy have nobly 


and heroically performed their part. 
May God give the executive and con- 
gress wisdom to perform theirs."

Aimon, 
minister of marine, read a cable dis- 
r-frh from Manila stating that the 
Americans, considering the rebel flag 
to be a piratical flag, had attacked and 
destroyed many of the rebel ships after 
an engagement in which there were 
casualties on both sides.

The reported destruction of the ships 


belonging to the insurgents arose from 
the Filipinos disobeying Admiral Dcsv- 
ey's order that was mentioned some 
time ago, to the effect that if the reb- 
els' ships flew the flag of the Philip-, 
pine republic they would be treated as >, 
pirates.

Story Discredited in Wntihingtou. 


Washington, Oct. 20.—The Madrid 


story of a battle between Americans 
and insurgents is believed by well-in- 
formed men in Washington to be an- 
other chapter from the fake foundry 
organized at Madrid as soon as the 
peace commissioners reached Paris. It 
will be remembered that

after 


reining Paris the Madrid and Paris 
newspapers began to print accounts of 
"Spanish victories over the insurgents 
in the Philippines" and others of the 
"troubles of Americans in 
managing 


Aguinaldo." They told of thousands of 
rebels 
being 
defeated 
by 
Gen. 


Rios, 
and 
the killed and wounded 


enumerated in a very exact and plausi- 
ble manner; but it soon developed that 
there was not the slightest warrant for 
the stories. It pleased the Spaniards, 
no doubt, and they believed they could 
pull the wool over the eyes of some 
one, as they were accustomed to some 
months ago. 
Any Philippine 
story 


coming from Madrid, particularly if it 
concerns Americans, ought to be care- 
fully weighed. If the American troops 
have had an engagement with the Fili- 
pinos or any one else in the Philip- 
pines since the fall of Manila the news 
has not reached Washington. With a 
direct cable, it is quite likely that this 
government would hear of such an oc- 
currence. 


It is not outside the bounds of prob- 


ability that some of the ships seized 
by the Americans were claimed by the 
Filipinos; 
but that there has been a 


battle or anything- approaching it, in 
securing possession of them, is doubt- 
ed by every one who heard the report.
